Detroit, March 29 (By tke Associated 
Press).—Calmly, almost casually, with 
no trace of anger or bitterness in his 
voice, Aaron Sapiro today told a Fed- 
eral court jury his story of alleged 
libels by Henry Ford and the automo- 
bile manufacturer’s weekly, the Dear- 
born Independent, for which he asks 
$1,000,000. 

Three sentences covered it. One re- 
vealed a falling off of net income since 
the Independent published a series of 
anti-Jewish articles, with which Sapiro 
later was connected. The other two 
stated that since the alleged libelous 
publications no farmers had called 
upon Sapiro to form them into a co- 
operative agency and that only three 
established cooperatives had sought his 
services or advice.

MAKES REPLY TO HUDSON 


(By the Associated Press.) 

A charge that Wayne B. Wheeler has 
been paying the expenses of a House 
committee to enable it to issue propa-. 
ganda for the benefit of the Antisaloon 
league was made last night by G. C. 
Hinckley, national secretary of the 
Association Against the Prohibition 
amendment. 

The charge was made in a formdl 
statement, prompted by the announce- 
ment Monday by Representative Hud- 
son (Republican), Michigan, that he 
favored a congressional investigation of 
the association and its financing. Hud- 
son is chairman of the alcoholic liquor 
traffic committee. 

“It has just been disclosed,” said Mr. 
Hinckley, “that Wayne B. Wheeler, gen- 
eral counsel of the Antisaloon league, 
has been paying the expenses of the 
committee on alcoholic liquor traffic, 
of which Mr. Hudson is the chief fac- 
totum, to enable it to issue propaganda 
for the benefit of the league. This is 


| probably the’ first time in History of | 


the government that any private organ- 
ization was able to own a committee 
of Congréss for propaganda: purposes.” 

Asserting that “all the money col- 
lected by the league has been used for 
the single purpose of controlling poli- 
tics, either directly or indirectly,” Mr. 
Hinckley continued: 

“In addition to the money collected 
it has used the government as its 
propaganda agent to get its partisan 
literature into the hands of the people, 
and it has even bulldozed Congress into 
voting large appropriations for sending 
its representatives to Europe on propa- 
ganda junkets and then had the reports 
of its meetings printed and distributed 
at the expense of the government.”

Maj.Segrave's Giant Auto 
Dashes Along Beach 
to Set Record. 


BLIND AT HIGH POINT 
OF SPEED, HE SAYS 


Believes That He Could Have 
Gone Faster; Face Is 
Blistered by Wind. 


Daytona Beach, Fla., March 29 (By 
A. P.)—England, shorn of its golfing 
and other titles by invading Americans, 
tonight laid claim to one title about 
which there could be no doubt—the 
world’s automobile speed record. 

Invading American shores, Maj. H. O. 
D. Segrave, intrepid British racing 


driver, today sent his flaming red “mys- 


tery sunbeam” automobile over the 
sands of the beach here at an average 
of 203.7928 miles an hour in two 1-mile 


speed trials. Malcolm Campbell’s 173.22- 


mile-an-hour record, established in 
England, and. Tommy Milton’s Amer- 
ican mark of 156.04, were dwarfed by 


the giant twin twelve-cylinder motor 


car. 


His face. blistered by wind and his 
wrists sore from holding the huge car 
on the beach, the. Englishman’s 
thoughts turned to home. Surrender- 
ing his mount to a companion, Maj. 
Segrave talked with friends at the Daily 
News in London by radio phone. He 
told them of his achievement and an- 
nounced that he would be home soon. 
The racer understood that his wife and 
father listened in on the conversation. 

Satisfied, 
go home,” he told companions. 


7,000 Watch Test. 


A hot midmorning sun beat down on 
the white sand as Maj. Segrave jockeyed 
his car into position down a lane lined 
by about 7,000 persons. In the face of 
a quartering wind he began the north- 
ward trip. For 4 miles he battled the 
wind as his mount gathered speed for 
the drive over the mile measured 
course. In 17.94 seconds he had tray- 
ersed the mile, an average of 200.688

With the wind to his back he turhed 


about for the final trial. The timing 
devices reset, he plunged forward on 
his roaring return. His white, strained 
face could be seen as the car careened 
past the judges’ stand, caught in the 
wind and swerved, sweeping down 
course flags, and righted itself to go on 
to the finish. 

The whirling wheels had left only a 
faint. trace in the hard-packed sands, 
but on the records of the American 
Automobile association they placed an 
indelible mark. The southbound mile 
was made in 17.39 seconds, an average 
of 207.015 miles on hour. 

Segrave came to America to re- 
claim for England some of the glory 
lost in the realm of sports and made 
good by carrying out his threat to 
travel 200 miles or more an; hour.

New Orleans, March 29 (By A. P.).— 
A modern discoverer piloted his Santa 
Maria safely into port here today to 
receive a greeting from fellow country- 
men instead of Indians and to find the 
comforts of civilization instead of the 
hardships of a new world. 

Commander Francesco de Pinedo and 
his companions rested tonight after 
their trip from Havana, and the Italian 
flier’s ship, the Snta Marla, named after 
the flagship of his predecessor, Colum- 
bus, was being put in readiness for the 
next hop of his four, continent trip. 
The fliers will remain here until Thurs- 
day or Friday. 

A gentle tail wind aided de Pinedo 
throughout his flight from Havana, he 
said, and his monoplane purred off the 
700-odd miles in six hours and fifteen 
minutes, contrasted to the -weeks of 
‘sailing, dependent upon the vagaries of 
shifting winds, that would have been 
required by the original Santa Maria. 

De Pinedo was shaving when he 
sighted New Orleans. His companions, 
Capt. Carlo del Prete, assistant pilot, 
and Vitale Zacchetti, kept the plane on 
its course which the commander pre- 
pared for the arrival here. 

“I wanted to look presentable upon 
landing,” he said. “We left Havana 
too early this morning to fix up much. 

“We were 6 hours and 15 minutes 
on tke way, leaving Havana at 7:15 a. 
m. and getting here at 1:30 by -our 
watches, which we had not changed in 
crossing into your time zone.

Two armed colored bandits walked 


}into the Ariel shirt shop, at 1402 New 


York avenue northwest, about 6 o’clock 
last evening, stuffed socks into the 
moutks of two clerks, lashed their 
wrists and feet with neckties, and then 
escaped with $170, two watches and 
some merchandise. Meantime scores 
of persons streamed past the shop.

The two negroes then calmly called 
a nearby taxicab and asked to be driven 
to Twelfth and U streets northwest.

P, J. Jordan, a traffic policeman, was 
on duty at Fourteenth street and New 
York avenue northwest, less than 100 
feet away from the scene of the holdup 
and robbery, but so well was the rob- 
bery planned and so expeditiously did 
the bandits carry out their purpose 
Jordan and the crowds who passed the 
store were unaware of the plight of the 
victims inside. 

When the bandits entered the store 
only the two clerks were present. They 
were Talbott Purvis, 21 years old, of 
513 Buchanan street northwest, and 
Edward Elkins, 40 years old, of 1901 K 
street northwest. 


Cash Register Looted. 


One of the men asked to see some 
shirts and Purvis went'to the rear of 
the store. While he was there one of 
the robbers drew a revolver and point- 
ed it at Elkins and then “fanned” it 
50 a8, to-cover Purvis. Meanwhile,. the 
other robber walked to the front of the 
store, locked the door and pulled down 
the shades. 

Then, while one robber covered the 
clerks, the other went to the cash reg- 
ister and rifled it of about $90. After 
that he took the watches and money 
from the two clerks, $30 from Elkins 
and $50 from Purvis. 

The same robber then went to a 
drawer and drew out two pairs of 
socks.

Shanghai, March 29 (By A. P.).— 
Alarm at the growth of antiforeign 
agitation in nationalist China has 
spread northward to districts threat- 
ened by the Catnonese advance, and 
refugees, most of them Americans, are 
moving out of southern Shantung. 
Anhwei and southern Honan provinces, 

Advices from Chefoo in Shangtung 
say that all the American missionaries 
in eastern Shangtung are on their way 
either to Tsingtao, which is on the 
southeastern coast, or to that city. 
Their exodus was caused by the uncer- 
tain future of the province and the 
events of the past week at Nanking 
and other nationalist controlled cities. 
A Japanese destroyer arrived at Chefoo 
Sunday, and the American consul there 
has asked for a United States destroyer. 

The local Chinese commissioner at 
| Changsa, on the Siang-Hiang in Hunan 
province, after a slight encounter be- 
tween a number of Chinese and a party 
from the British gunboat Woodcock, 
today demanded withdrawal of the 
British warships at that nationalist 
controlled city. 


Demands British Yield. 


The commisioner demanded also that 
the British sailors involved in the clash 
be turned over to the Chinese authori- 
ties ig order that “drastic action” 
might be taken against them. When 
extraterritorial rights further were 
withdrawn from all.. Britishers in 
Changsa, the British authorities or- 
deered the evacuation of their nationals 
from that city. 

The Japanese consul, who arrived 
today from Nanking where he had a 
narrow escape from death last week, 
said that armed..women communists 
led the Cantonese soldiers who looted 
the Japanese consulate. The consul 
agreed with other reports made here 
by refugees that the looting and out- 
rages were carried on systematically, 
with the apparent object of cpa: 
antiforeign feelings. 

While additional refugees from vari- 
ous sections of central China, includ- 
ing Hankow, continued to flock to 
Shanghai and the coast, seeking safety 
from the antiforeign campaign, the de- 
fence of the foreign settlentent in 
Shanghai was further coordinated to- 
day. 

Maj. Gen. John Duncan, commander 
of the British defence force, visited 
Capt. Uyematsu, commander of the 
Japanese marine force and discussed 
the general situation as to defence of 
the international zones. 


Japanese Seek Death. 


Subsequently Maj. Gen. Duncan 
conveyed to the authorities British 
sympathy on the attempted suicide of 
Lieut.

VICTIN-TO BE GIVEN 
CHATOTIAN FUNERAL 


Threatened Court Battle Is 
Avoided When Chinese Asso- 
ciations Withdraw Claims. 


SLAIN MAN CONVERTED 
ABOUT 15 YEARS AGO 


Stolid Orientals at Inquest 
Fail to Reveal Clew as 
to Killer. 


Lem Chong, who fell under a fusillade 
from a Chinese killer’s revolver Friday, 
will be given a Christian burial, it was 
announced yesterday at the morgue. 

The announcement came after lead- 
ers of the two tongs which claimed the 
body—the Hip Sings and the On Leongs 
—had agreed to withdraw their claims 
and turn the body over to the Calvary 
Baptist church. Thus, a threatened 
court® battle was avoided. 

It ‘was discovered that Lem Chong 
had become a convert about fifteen 
years ago and had attended Sunday 
school at the Calvary Baptist church, 
known as the “President’s church” 
when Warren G. Harding was in of- 
fice, 

Miss Louise Taylor was” Chong’s 
teacher in those days, and it was she 
who appealed to the tong leaders to 
permit a Christian burial for him. 

After the inquest into Chong’s death 
yesterday—an inquest which developed 
nothing—Lew Toy, “boss man” of the 
Hip Sing tong, and George Wen, sec- 
ond “boss man” of the On Leong tong, 
told Attorney James O’Shea that they 
would accede to Miss Taylor’s wishes. 

Both, however, insisted on sharing in 


the expense of the funeral, and this 
will be permitted. 


No Light on Murder. 


When the Chinese gunman walked 
into the Canton Pagoda restaurant Fri- 
day and sent three bullets into Lem 
Chong, there were two other Chinese 
present. One of them was within a 
few feet of where Chong fell dead. 

Yesterday these two—Moy Hong, a 
cook, and “Moy Soon, a waiter—were 
called before a coroner’s jury at the 
morgue to tell what they knew about 
the crime. When they had concluded, 
the spectators in the morgue began to 
wonder if there really had been a mur- 
cer. 

Moy Hong, an elderly Oriental with 
protruding teeth and melancholy eyes, 
babbled out the following: 

“I sit at table in kitchen. Write bill 
of fare. I hear big noise,” 

But he didn’t know the “big noise’ 
meant his friend, Lem Chong, was be- 
ing murdered. In fact, he didn’t even 
look up from the bill of fare he was 
working on. 

Moy Soon. a younger Chinese with 
a habit of staring at the ceiling, fol- 
lowed Moy Hong on the stand. He 
was reading a newspaper when the 
murder was committed, he said, and, 
like Hong, failed to look up. 

He did go so far as to say that he 
heard a “lot of confusion” and that 
something “flashed” out of the door. 
But that was all. 

George Lee, a smart-looking Chinese 
youth, who two years ago married Mil- 
dred Wen, the belle of Chinatown, acted 
as interpreter for Moy Soon. 

Coroner J. Ramsey Nevitt, apparently 
exasperated with the Chinese, brought 
the inquest to a close before half the 
witnesses had been heard, and a few 
minutes later the jury found that Lem 
Chong had been murdered by “a per- 
son unknown.”

MEASURE TO ABOLISH 
METER FEE PROGRESSES 


Voting Machines Rejected; 
Tydings Names Aids; Gas 
Taxes Go Forward,

Annapolis, Md., March 29.—The house 
of delegates tonight passed and sent to 
the senate a bill reorganizing the Wash- 
ington Suburban Sanitary commission, 
about which there has been so much 
controversy. A delegation of citizens 
from Prince Georges county is to ap- 
pear before a senate committee tomor- 
row afternoon at 2 o’clock on the bill. 

The senate passed on second reading 
bills already passed by the house 
authorizing more. than $1,000,000 bond 
issues for public improvements in Mont- 
gomery county. These bills include $50.- 
000 for a new jail at Rockville; $60,000 
for county police stations at Silver 
Spring ‘and Bethesda; $800,000 for road 
improvements; $250,000 for improve- 
ments or.rebuilding of the courthouse 
at Rockville. _ 

Similar .action was also taken on a 
bill to abolish the fee system in Mont- 
gomery county and pay the sheriff a 
regular salary of $3,000 a year. This 
bill gives it as the’ sense of the general 
assembly that the sheriff should devote 
his time to. his civil duties and that 
fhe cOunty police should be responsible 
or the enforcement of criminal laws. 
These bills must be acted upon once 
more by the senate and then they go 
to the governor. 


Park Bodies Provided For. 


The senate passed and sent to the 
house a bill containing an appropria- 
tion of $100,000 for the Prince Georges 
and Montgomery county national park 
and planning commission which is pro- 
vided for in another bill now in the 
course of passage. 

The senate passed the following 
Montgomery county bills, which now 
go to the governor, . 
been passed by the house: 

Increasing the county police force 
from 6 to 20 and providing for increas- 
ed salaries; authorizing the county 
commissioners to employ .an auditor; 
authorizing a bond issue of $200,000 
for emergency purposes; directing the 
county police to make a monthly. cen- 
sus of dogs and kill all of ‘those not 
licensed; providing for the annexation 
of a portion of the Tenth election dis- 
trict to the Seventh; authorizing the 
commissioners to employ two members 
of the bar to codify Montgomery 
county laws and report to the next 
session of the assembly. 

Requiring that the police court meet 
at 10 o’clock in the morning at least 
four days a week; and authorizing a 
tax levy. of 15 cents in Chevy Chase 
and 12 cents in Bethesda for the main- 
tainance of paid fire department and 
calling for an election of two addi- 
tional county commissioners in No- 
vember, 1930. This latter bill is in 
connection with the plan to make the 
suburban portion of the county a legis- 
lative district. 


“we Sanitary Bill’s Provisions. 


‘The b:ll regarding the sanitary com- 
mission provides fof two commission- 
ers at salaries of $2,000 and $3,000, re- 
spectively, and for a full-time chair- 
man, the latter to be appointed by the 
governor at a salary of $4,800 a year. 
It provides that the books of the com- 
mission shall be audited by the State 
auditing department and shall be open 
for public inspection at all timés;’ for 
a tax levy in order that the commission 
may pay judsments; increases its bond 
issue limit from 12 to 14 per cent of 
the taxable value of the sanitary dis- 
trict; provides that a 30-day notice 
must be given before an application 
can be made to the public utilities com- 
mission before a bond issue. 

It provides that all property on water 
mains and sewer extensions is asses- 
sable; that all front foot benefit charges 
as of December 31, 1926, shall consti- 
tute a lien on property. It limits front 
foot benefit charges on corner lots; ex- 
empts public property and volunteer 
fire departments from benefits and 
service chrages. 


Approves Installment Buying. 


It requires that Gaithersburg and 
Washington Grove shall pay the full 
cost charges of the plant serving them; 
requires all property owners abutting on 
water and sewer mains to connect them. 
This is now optional and provides for 
a bond issue for refuse collections and 
dsiposal. 

The House passed and sent to the 
Senate a bill authorizing the county 
commissioners of Prince Georges coun- 
ty to buy a pumping engine of 1,000 
gallons capacity on.the deferred pay- 
ment plan, providing the proposal is 
approved in a referendum. 

Prince Georges county gas consumers 
would bé relievet of the monthly 
charge which a local company makes 
for reading meters under the terms of a 


bill passed on second reading today by 


the senate, It will come up for final 
action tomorrow or Thursday and then 
go to the house.

Five Counties Line Up With 
Baltimore Antiprohibition- 
ists for Roll Call.

Annapolis, Md. March 29.—The 
Maryland Free State ran into its pro- 
vincial senate today when that body 
refused to adopt a fTesolution which 
would have given aid and comfort to 


the wet camp. The measure, which 
would have petitioned Congress to per- 
mit the Statés to determine what con- 
stitutes intoxicating beverages, passed 
the House by a close vote several days 
ago but the senate today voted it down, 
14 to. 12. 

At the same time the house of dele- 
gates, after’ coming dangerously near 
to proviricialism itself, put a stop to 
what was described as an effort by 
the Antisaloon league to make the 
State take over prohibition enforce- 
ment by degrees, or local option. bills. 
At this session local option bills al- 
ready have been passed for Mont- 
gomery, Garrett and Howard counties 
and for the town of Crisfield, in Somer- 
set county. All have beén fought stub- 
bornly by the Baltimore delegation 
with the warning that the State would 
soon have taken over the enforcement 
problem which it has several times re~- 
jected. 

Tonight, when Washington county 
came along with its local option bill, 
the wets rallied their forces and called 
a halt, defeating it, 51 to 50. This is 
said to be a fair measure of the wet and 
dry strength in the house. 


Lee Votes Against Bill. 


Speaker E: Brooke Lee, of Montgom- 
ery county, voted against the Washing- 
ton county bill, explaining that it was 
more drastic than the one put across 
for his county. In the debate he came 
out, as the result of harassment by the 
Baltimore delegation,.and made known 
that he was both a political and per- 
sonal wet, Montgomery having dropped 
its local option. 


The senate long has been reputed 
dry, but the wet optimists had hopes 
that they had gained strength at this 
session. 

The resolution weathered the sen- 
ate’s temperance committee easily, but 
this temperance committee, unlike 
those in Congtéss,'is not in favor of 
t6émperance .but in favor of killing all 
measures that séek to bring temperance 
about. At any rate the committee is 
composed of three wets and two drys. 

Senator Coad from Leonardtown, 
down in St. Mary’s county, is chairman 
of the committee. He took ,the’ floor 
in behalf of the. resolution when it was 
called up 

“Call the resolution an idle gesture 
or what you will,” he said, “the plain 
fact..is that it is expressive of the 
Democratic party’s greatest doctrine— 
State’s rights. Especially is it expres- 
sive of the great Maryland Free State 
and the governor who heads it,” he 
declared. 

It was this mixing of the governor 
and the wet doctrine to which Senator 
Harrison, of Worcester county, objected. 
The people down his way were willing 
to accept the governor because of 
gubérnatorial capabilities, the senator 
said.

Opponents of the program, sponsor- 
ed by Mayor Ben G. Davis, who presid- 
ed at the hearing and council meeting 
last night, sought to defeat it on the 
ground that the issuance of the cer- 
tificates of indebtedness was not auth- 
orized. Special assessments will #e 
levied on property owners for their 
share of the costs and these assess- 
ments will fall due in full in 90 days, 
with property owners permitted to dis- 
tribute their payments in five equal 
annual installments, although defer- 
red installments wll bear 6 per cent 
interest. 

Details of the program will be com- 
pleted at a meeting of the council 
which has been called for Monday 
night and immediately thereafter it is 
planned to ask for public bids for con- 
struction of the new paving. 


ATTACK HELD SOVIET 
RELIEF BY KERENSKY 


Would Serve to Solidify: the 
Russian People, He Tells 
Overseas Writers. 


Only an attack from outside will 
serve to sodidify the Russian people and 
bring about their support for the tot- 
tering communist regim@ now in con- 
trol, Alexander Kerensky, Russian 
democratic leader and former premier 
in the revolutionary government which 
overthrew the czarist regime, told mem- 
bers of the Overseas Writers league in 
the Hamilton hotel yesterday. 

Kerensky referred to the differences 
between Roumania and Russia over 
Bessarabia and its possible resultin 
conflict as containing potentialitie 
which might upset his estimate that 
the communist regime will collapse 
shortly. He refused, however, to pre- 
dict the time of the fall closer than 
from six months to three years. 

Recognition by the United States 
neither will hinder nor aid the new 
movement, he declared. He predicted 
a new era and the development of a 
government with which the United 
States could cooperate. He spoke 
through an interpreter.

Should Encourage Elections. 


“As I see the future of Central Amer- 
ica, Our main responsibility Is to en- 
courage the policy of fair elections 
through which to establish or change 
governments. 

“The average opposition party in Cen- 
tral America seems to be convinced a 
| revolution is, under existing conditions, 
' the most satisfactory type of primary 
'election,, and thrt they have little 
chance to successfully oppose the party 
in power through the casting and 
counting of ballots. 

“I must admit there is something in 
this contention on the part of the 
| opposition, ~as it must be conceeded 
that so far as protecting elections is 
concerned, we ourselves are far from 
the millenium. In Central America 
they probably are 100 years behind us. 

“We further mus’ admit the opposi- 
tion has a perfect right from the 
standpoint of self-determination, to 
change an existing government in an 
orderly manner.

' What I already have stated, and I fear 
as long as present conditions exist, rev- 
Olutions from time to time will be 
threatened if not actually undertaken. 

“When this happens, either we must

Chen Guarantees Safety 
Of Catholic Missionaries 


St. Columbans, Nebr., March 29 (By 
A. P.).—An unprovisional guarantee of 
the safety of Catholic sisters connected 
with the St. Columban mission at Han- 
yang, China, has been made by Eugene 
Chen, minister of foreign affairs, said 
a cable message received today at head- 
quarters of the order here. The mes- 
Sage came from the Rev. John O'Leary, 
superior of the St. Columban mission- 
aries in the Hanyang district. 

Religious communities affected by the 
Suarantee are the’ Sisters of Loretto, 
Whose motherhouse is at Nerinx, Ky., 
and the Sisters of St. Columban. Both 
orders have been engaged in educational! 
work at Hanyang since 1923, and intend 
to remain at their posts under the Can- 
tonese government’s guarantee of safe- 
ty. Priests working in the same dis- 
trict also intend to remain under a 
Similar promise of protection. 

Hanyang is directiy across. the 
Yangtze river from Wu Chang, the Can- 
tonese headquarters.

Situation in Wuhu Worse, 
Admiral Hough Warns 


Nanking Affair Could Hardly Have Been Worse, U.S 
Envoy at Peking Reports—Investigators Em- 
phasize Signs of Premeditation. 


(By the Associated Press.) 
Despite an apparent lull in the storm 
of Chinese antiforeignism which burst 
at Nanking last week, official word was 
received here yesterday that the situa- 
tion at Wuhu, farther up the Yangtze 


river, was worse, and trouble might be | 


expected there at any moment. 
At the same time a message, forward- 
ed to the State Department by Minister 


‘MacMurray at Peking, suggested imme- 
‘diate withdrawal of all Americans in

The message was unsigned. and de- 
partment officials were of the opinion 
it probably came from Consul 
John K, Davis, who is aboard an Ameri- 
can warship at Nanking.

‘TWO VIEWS ON IMMIGRATION. 


Assistant Secretary Husband, of the Depart- 
ment of Labor, in an address made at the 
School of Politics, took a somewhat roseate 
view. of the immigration situation. He point- 
ed out that under the quota law the old time 
immigrant peoples of northwest Europe now 
furnish about the same proportion of our Euro- 
pean newcomers as they did 50 years ago, and 
it can be truthfully said, according to Mr. 
Husband, that ‘no finer class of immigrants 
ever crossed the Atlantic than are coming to 
our ports at the present time.’’ He expressed 
the opinion that the immigration problem has 
about reached the ‘“‘sugaring off stage’’ and he 
is sure that there will be a general agreement 
that so far results have been conspicuously 
successful. 

Mr. Husband appears to differ in his view- 
point in a rather important degree with the 
outlook as seen by Chairman Johnson, of the 
House committee on immigration. In an in- 
terview in New York Mr. Johnson asserted his 
belief that the ‘bootlegging’ of: immigrants 
from southeastern Europe has grown to an 
alarming extent through the admission of fake 
sailors, and that hundreds of Latin-American 
negroes are admitted via Porto Rico. These 
persons come in, according to Mr. Johnson, 
with faked birth certificates or other forged 
papers. There are in the city of New York, 
according to his information, 100,000 “Porto 
Ricans” at the present time, and the number is 
increasing at the rate of more than 300 a 
month. 

Altogether the chairman of the committee 
on immigration looks with more alarm than 
satisfaction upon the situation as he finds it, 
and in his interview seems to favor a policy of 
still further restriction. He is reported to be- 
lieve ‘“‘that the next reasonable and rational 
steps are cutting down the 2 per cent quota by 
10 per cent each year for five years until it is 
one half the present scale and the restriction 
of those coming across the border from Canada 
and Mexico.” 

Mr. Johnson has started on a tour of the 
country studying immigration problems. The 
result of his investigations may be found in 
the immigration, naturalization and deporta- 
tion legislation that he will offer at the next 
session. 


» A GRADE-CROSSING CONTEST, 

A dollar a word is rather high pay for a 
literary beginner, yet three students may re- 
ceive exactly that if they can produce the best 
three essays calculated to reduce the dangers 


of automobile accidents at railroad crossings. 

The American Railway association has start- 
ed a campaign to reduce the number of cross- 
ing accidents, through which 2,492 persons 
lost their lives in 1926, that number being 
nearly 300 in excess of similar fatalities at rail- 
road crossings during the preceding year. To 
arouse general interest in this campaign the 
association offers three prizes of $250 each 
for three essays which shall be adjudged the 
best on the subject of the prevention of such 
accidents. 

The prizes will be awarded one each to col- 
lege high school and grammar school students 
whose essays contain outstanding and readily 
available suggestions. The essays must be 
limited to 250 words and should be terse, 
logical and constructive, and must particularly 
stress the need of the utmost care in approach- 
ing and passing over railroad crossings. 

The railroads of the country all realize that 
it is largely due to the increase in the number 
of automobiles and. the impulse ‘‘to beat the 
train’? that so many accidents are due. They 
also realize that the elimination of grade cross- 
ings altogether would solve the problem in the 
very best possible manner, but that is out of 
the question, both because of the time involved 
and the enormous cost. Therefore the students 
of schools and colleges are to be given the op- 
portunity to submit suggestions that may help 
to reduce the number of preventable casual- 
ties. ‘ 

Sixty days are available for the préparation 
of the manuscripts, which will be passed upon 
by teachers and county superintendents. 


HENRY FORD’S GROCERY STORES. 

Henry Ford’s desire to reduce the cost of 
living for his thousands of employes led him 
to establish markets and stores for them in 
the neighborhood of his plants. That was 
perhaps commendable on his part, so long as 
he limited his customers to those who are on 
his pay roll. But his staff found it impossible 
to prevent outsiders from using his establish- 
mients. - Be ?

LIBERAL VICTORY IN BRITAIN, 


The optimism, recently expressed by David 
Lloyd George as to the future of liberalism in 


Britain, has received at least one rather strong 
confirmation in the result of the by-election 
held this week to choose a member of the house 
of commons for the northern division of South- 
wark, near London. 

The vacancy which had to be filled there 
arose in a-rather peculiar way. The sitting 
member for the division, Dr. Haden Guest, was 
elected as a laborite, but a few weeks ago 
severed his connection with the labor party on 
account of his disagreement with its then 
China policy. At that time, labor took the 
stand that British ships and landing forces 
should be, withdrawn from China, but Dr. 
Guest declared it was impossible to leave Brit- 
ish nationals unprotected in Shanghai. He 
could, of course, have retained his seat in de- 
fiance of his former colleagues, but, instead of 
doing so, he resigned, honorably and manfully, 
from parliament by applying for the Chitern 
Hundreds, and decided to ask the votes of his 
constituents again as an independent conserva- 
tive, 

Two other candidates also entered the field, 
one, KE. A. Strauss, a liberal, and the other, 
George Isaacs, a laborite. The former had al- 
ready represented, Southwark in the house of 
commons from 1910 to 1923. The contest was 
fiercely fought from the beginning. Even 
Lloyd George himself, when he appeared on 
the platform in the interest of the liberal can- 


didate, was howled down by socialists and com- | 
munists, and was unable to proceed with his. | 


address until the 
ejected. 

As a rule, when there is a three-cornered 
fight, the laborite is the gainer, but it did not 
turn out that way in Southwark, for when the 
poll was declared. on Monday last it was found 
that the liberal was elected by 7,334 votes to 
6,167 for. the laborite, and the independent 
conservative a bad third, with 3,215. 

One swallow does not make a summer, and 
one by-election victory does not make a strong 
parliamentary party, hut the result at South- 
wark, following hard upon a succession of 
rather ignominious defeats, will give new 
heart and hope to the followers of Lloyd 
George, and will inspire them to earnest or- 
ganization and’to a sustained effort to make 
the predictions of their leader come true.

TELEPHONES AND AUTOMOBILES. 


Guessing at the number of telephones in use 
in the United States, one would naturally say 
that there are many more of those instruments 
than there are automobiles. And the guess 
would be wrong. The total number of tele- 
phones in the Bell system, as reported by the 
officials of that corporation and its sub- 
sidiaries,- is 16,000,000, with 1,500,000 addi- 
tional operated by the independent companies, 
which brings the aggregate up to 17,500,000. 

As to information concerning the number of 
automobiles registered in the United States the 
good roads bureau of the Department of Agri- 
culture reports that during 1926 the total 
registration of motor vehicles exceeded the 
total number of telephones in use by more than 
4,500,000. The actual number registered was 
22,001,393.. 

Of the 48 States, 7 show registrations in 
excess of a million each. New York ranks No. 
1- with 1,815,434 machines, upon which fees 
amounting to $28,786,421 were paid. Cali- 
fornia had 1,600,475 registered and collected 
$8,477,233. Then followed Ohio with 1,480,- 
246 cars and $9,818,873 in revenue. «Pennsyl- 
vania had nearly as many cars, the total being 
1,455,184 vehicles, and $24,045,349 receipts. 
Illinois followed Pennsylvania with 1,370,503 
registrations and $14,047,208 in fees. Michi- 
gan registered: 1,118,785 and received. $16,- 
953,685, and seventh in the million class was 
Texas, with 1,049,869 cars, for which the 
owners paid $14,362,883 into the revenues of 
the State. My 

There is a wide range in the cost of regis- 
tration, as shown by the totals presented. In 
the District of Columbia, for instance, the 
average charge in 1926 was $5. In Illinois 
the fee was $10.25, in Maryland, $11.25; in 
New York, $15.25; in Louisiana, $16.50, and 
in Connecticut, $23.25. -— 

Of the total number of vehicles registered, 
19,237,171 were passenger cars, including 
taxis and buses, and 2,764,222 were trucks 
and tractors, The available figures do not 
show the value of this great fleet of vehicles. 
Estimated at only $500 each, however, 
the total ‘value of the cars registered last 
‘year in the United States was more than

The women will be used principally 
as the personnel of observation and 
signal posts to guard against the in- 
cursion of enemy air craft, but also 
will be employed in other important 
tasks, since “they showed their valor 
and ability during the world war.”

Representative R. Walton Moore, of 
Virginia, principal speaker at the 
quarterly meeting of the Arlington 


county Chamber of Commerce held last 
night in the auditorium of the Potomac 
town hall, declared that no greater 
work can be performed by both the 
chambers of commerce of Arlington 
and Fairfax county than to “do all in 
their power to prevent the scrapping 
of the Washington Virginia Railway 
which we hear has been threatened.” 

“Car service is a necessity to the fu- 
ture development of Arlington county,” 
declared Mr. Moore. “I can well re- 
member how we fought to get car 
service through this area, and I would 
greatly regret to see it discontinued 
now when it is so badly needed,” he 
said. 

“Arlington county today is more in 
the limelight than any section of the 
United States.

The general as- 
sembly of Virginia is in special session 
and there is more legislation being 
proposed for the benefit of Arlington 
county than any other county of. the 
State. I consider the zoning bill now 
before the assembly the most important 
piece of legislation for the benefit of 
Arlington county that has been pre- 
sented for some time and is most neces- 
sary for the proper development of the 
county,” continued Mr. Moore. 

“The Federal government has been 
most liberal with Arlington county. It 
has made it possible for Arlington 
county to kave one of the most modern 
water systems.” 

Other speakers were Dorsey M. Hyde, 
jr., secretary of the Washington Cham- 
ber of Commerce; Milford Witts, secre- 
tary of the Arlington County Chamber 
of Commerce; Frank G. Campbell, 
member of the Virginia park and plan- 
ning commission.

The agreement provides that the 
coun will furnish at the town lim- 
its 40,000 gallons of water daily at a 
cost of $4,000 a year and can, if nec- 


Mayor Moncure stated he had been ad- 
vised by Engineer Phillips that ths 
water will be available by August 31. 


Arlington county soon will see actual 
work started on the installation of the 
county’s water system, according to a 
statement last night by Asa E. Phillips, 
Sema engineer in charge of construc- 
on 
Contracts for the furnishing of the 
necessary pipe, valves and fittings have 
been awarded by the Arlington county 
water board, and it is planned to ad- 
vertise soon ‘for bids for the actual lay- 
ing of mains. 
The delay in calling for bids, accord- 
ing to Mr. Phillips, 'was due to the de- 
lay in the State highway commission 
settling the question of the laying of 
the mains along State highways. All 
surveys have been completed, with the 
result that the State insists on the lay- 
ing of the mains a certain distance 
from the hard-surfaced highway. 
“Despite the cry by the citizens for 
water and the vote for the bond issue, 
which was the largest given in any 
election in Arlington county for im- 
provement, the water board has met with 
obstacles every time it has made a 
move,” declared William J. Ingram, 
chairman of the board, last night.

Ruling of New York Court of 
Appeals Viewed as Vic- 
tory for Widow. 


ISSUE LONG DRAWN OUT| 


Albany, N. Y., March 29 (By A. P.).— 
Litigation over the estate of Richard 
Croker, Tammany chieftain, bitterly 
contested in many States in ,the last 
ten years, received fresh impetus today. 

A retrial was ordered by the court of 
appeals of a case involving $300,000 left 
by the first wife to her four children. 

The ruling of the court is generally 
regarded as a victory for Mrs. Beulah 
Edmondson Croker, widow of Richard 
Croker, for many years the chieftain 
of Tammany hall. 

The first Mrs. Croker died in Europe 
in 1914, leaving a will directing that her 
estate, consisting of proceeds she had 
saved from a trust fund created by her 
husband, from whom she was estrang- 
ed, be divided among her four children. 
The children were Richard, jr,, Howard 
and Florence Croker, and Ethel Croker 


White. 


Soon after the death of his wife, 
Croker married Miss Beulah Edmond- 
son, many years his junior, and of In- 
dian blood. Richard Croker, jr., al- 


leged that there had been an agreement 
between his father and himself, by 
which Richard, jr.. would pay about 
$80,000 of the mother’s estate to his 
brother Howard, on condition that the 
father pay a like amount to Howard and 
Ethel. Subsequently, in 1919, Richard, 
jr., began an action against his father 
alleging that the latter had failed to 
perform his part of the contract and 
aN that he be required to do 


 hicaet Croker, sr., died before the 
matter was decided, and the New York 
Trust Co., as administrator of his es- 
tate, was named as defendant in the 
suit by Richard, jr. The trust company 
declined to defend the suit and Mrs. 
Beulah Croker obtained an order per- 
mitting her, through her personal at- 
torneys, to contest the action.

Aid to Engineering. 


The race against time developed. sev- 
eral valuable engineering facts, in the 
major’s opinion. 

“When the time comes that 200 miles 
an hour is the normal speed that 60 
miles an hour is now, there must be a 
new sort of breaking system, a- new 
steering rig and a different distribu- 
tion of weight. With the present equip-

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POLICEMAN BE ATEN

Body of Lieutenant Is Found 
After Kidnaping; Investiga- 


tors Blame Bootleggers. 
Philadelphia, March 29 (By A. P.).— 
His skull badly battered and with four 
bullet wounds in his head, Lieut. El- 


wood Gainor of the Lancaster, Pa.,.po- 
lice department, was found dead today 
on the Hook road, near Sharon hill, 
Delaware county. 

Developments indicated, the authori- 
ties said, that Gainor had been kid- 
naped in Lancaster. All-day investiga- 
tion failed to reveal a motive for the 
killing, but some of those working on 
the case were inclined to the belief 
that bootleggers were responsible. 

Clad in police uniform but without 
pistol or blackjack, the body was lying 
face downward, one arm flung outward 
and the other grasping the handle of a 
suitcase.

EAR Viola Paris: Will you please 

tell me if there is anything I 

can use in a shampoo to make 
my hair brighter and keep it from get- 
ting olly? What can, 1 do to make my 
eyelashes long and Black? I find that 
most eye blacking rubs off. 

M. P. 

Answer—lf you are a natural blonde, 
you might use a camomile rinse after 
washing the hair. This is made some- 
what like tea, by steeping a small 
handful of camomile leaves in a quart 
of boiling water and using it after it 
has cooled sufficiently. This rinse, 
however, is only for blond hair. I am 
not in favor of using bleaches. 

The night before the shampoo, you 
will find it helpful to apply olive oil 
to the scalp. It should be put on Just 
as hot as can comfortably be borne. 
Then the head may be tied in a towel 
}and the shampoo taken the next. morn- 
ing. Strangely enough, this treatment 
is good either for dry or for oily scalps. 
There are also special tonics that are 
good to correct oily hair. I1 can not 
giove you the name of a commercial 
brand in this column, but you might 
try the following remedy: 

¥% dram glycerin. 

2 ounces lime water. 


Apply this preparation to the scalp 
every night, yubbing it in with the 
finger tips. n obstinate cases, one 
ounce. of tincture of cantarides can be 
added to the original preparation, con- 
tinuing the treatment in the same way. 

To encourage eyelashes to grow, vase- 
line or sweet oil can -be gently brushed 
into them at night. This, however, 
will not change their color. I1 do not 
know of anything that will make them 
darker except mascaro or one of its 
equivalents. The best French mascaro 
will not rub off .asily. However, 1 do 
not recommend blackening the eyes 
for a young person, or, in fact, for any 
one, to any great extent; except at 
night. If the blackening looks at all 
obvious, it is certainly out of place 
during the day. 


Dear Viola Paris: Is it harmful for 
the hair to brush it three or four 
times a day with water? I have been 
doing this for a long time My hair 
used to be perfectly straight, but now 
it is a little wavy. It is falling out 
very badly. STEADY LISTENER. 

Answer—l1 do not think that a little 
water is harmful to the hair, but I 


certainly should not recommend it

WO Alabama papers—the Mont- 

gomery Advertiser and the Bir- 

mingham News—are indulging in 
some boasting about improved health 
conditions in their State. In eight 
years the typhoid death rate was cut 
in half. In fact, the reduction was 
from 39.2 to 17, a cut to less than half. 
In the same time the pellagra death 
rate was cut to nearly one-third of the 
starting rate—46.8 to 16.8. Pellagra is 
@ more important disease than typhoid 
in that State because it lasts longer. 
causing a longer period of disability. 
The cut in malaria was even greater, 
having been from 23.1 to 8.2. The 
decrease in fatal diarrhea in children 
under 2 was about the same as that of 
typhoid—68 to 31.5. 


The venereal rate in the State has 
been materially decreased. Hookworm 
has been practically eliminated in most 
sections of the State and is being 
brought under control in some others. 

In about the same length of time the 
number of county health departments 
increased from 1 to 30. Alabama de- 
serves all the credit given by these 
newspapers. In fact, had space per- 
mitted, a few additional items could 
have been inserted. 


HEALTH 


The method which they are using is 
improving their milk supply, and that 
which they use in several cities and 
towns is being tried out in several 
States. It goes by the name of the 
U. S. public health service standard 
method. 

Facts as to malaria and hookworm 
worked out in Alabama are being made 
use of almost everywhere. As to hook- 
worm, they have found this parasite 
unimportant except in regions where 
the soil is one of several types. They 
have found that mild hookworm in- 
festation is about on a par, so far as 
effects are concerned, with “worms.” 

They have found that when a region 
is malarial it is because there are a 
few foci-of infection in the region. 
Dollars spent in cleaning up a few 
neighborhoods will sometimes convert a 
highly malarial county into a healthy 
one. 


- 


I have in mind on. Northern State 
that has a report on several malarial 
counties within that State. This report 
says that one county can be made ma- 
laria free by the expenditure of about 
a hundred dollars in poisoning a few 
pot holes in the course of one creek, 
using arsenic larvacide for the purpose. 

The improvements bragged of so just- 
ly by the Advertiser and the News can 
be shown by many States where most 
of the population lives in the rural dis- 
tricts. So far as health improvement is 
concerned, the farmer is about to have 
his day, just as the city dweller has 
been having his for the last quarter 
of a century. 

Rural typhoid is coming down as the 
typhoid carriers are being discovered. 
Pellagra seems to be getting ready to 
quit. Malaria should’ follow yellow 
fever away from this continent, and 
baby life is becoming safe in the coun- 


try.

Eine RIPLEY, veteran guard of 
the Washington basketball team 
of the American Professional 
league, will sign to coach basketball at 
" Georgetown university, it was indicated 
last night after a conference between 
Ripley and Lou Little, director of ath- 
letics at Georgetown. 

Georgetown has been casting about 
for a basketball coach, following the 
new athletic policv at the Hilltop which 
restricted Coach John D. O’Reilly’s du- 
ties to track, and had broached the 
proposition to Ripley more than a 
month ago. 

Ripley: has had tue offer under ad- 
visement for weeks and his conference 
with Little yesterday removed virtually 
every obstacle which would prevent his 
coaching the Georgetown team. The 
monetary consideration is now the only 
difference between Little and Ripley, 
and the latter said last night that in 
all probability the two would come to 
an agreement within the next few 
days. 


Should Ripley sign as coach of 
Georgetown, it is likely that he 
will tutor the team under the 
same arrangement that Nat Hol- 
man, star of the Celtics, coaches 
the City college of New York quin- 
tet—that is, he would be at George- 
town only when not traveling with 
the Palace club on its schedule 
journeys, 


The professional style of game which 
Ripley believes is the acme of court 
perfection doubtless would be in vogue 
at Georgetown under Ripley’s reign. 
The latter is a basketball veteran of 
more than 22 seasons, who has played 
as a professional from coast to coast 
and is recognized as one of the master 
minds of the game. Georgetown immi- 
diately dropped further negotiations 
when advised that Ripley was open to 
an offer. 

Ripley was recipient of an offer from

The Brooklyn Robins are a ball 
club that wiil:bear watching this year. 
To the casual observer the club is not 
impressive, but on second consideration 
the club has great possibilities. 

If Dazzy Vance has one of his big 
years, if Doak stages a comeback, if 
Max Carey shows anywhere near his 
past form at the bat and on the bases 
and if Arnold Statz hits anywhere near 
his Coast league average, the Robins 
will make it decidedly unpleasant for 
the other seven clubs. And every one 
of these “ifs” are good possibilities. 

I haye seen clubs that didn’t shape 
up as well as the Robins do this spring 
win pennants. 

The Philadelphia club of 1915 is an 
example. 

That team couldn’t win an exhibi- 
tion game all spring and was picked 
by most of the experts to finish last. 
Even the players were pessimistic as 
to their chances. Yet they won the 
first nine games of the season and 
were never headed. 

Any club that has a pitching staff 
with as great possibilities as Dazzy 
Vance, Jess Barnes, Rube Ehrirardt, 
Doug McWeeny, Bill Doak and players 
like Babe Herman, Max Carey, Butch 
Henline and is managed by a cagey 
old strategist like Wilbert Robinson,

Commissioners Leave Matter 
Pending After Rescinding Ac- 
tion to Reject Proposals. 


INITIAL COST OF 800 NEW 
SIGNALS SET AT $70,000 


Eldridge Urges $1 Charge for 
Learners to Apply to 
Permanent Cards. 


With the traffic signal scandal partly 
cleared up by demotion of Director of 
Traffic M. O. Eldridge and the ousting 
of his assistant, Col. I. C, Moller, the 
commissioners yesterday turned their 
attention to the pending bids for 800 
new traffic signals to be purchased at 


a cost of $70,000 and installed at an ad- 
ditional cost of $270,000. 

Commissioner Proctor L. Dougherty 
proposed to his colleagues that the bids 
be rejected, but the question arose as 
to what then would be the next step. 
It was debated. whether specifications 
should be rewritten and new bids be 
advertised for at once or the whole 
question be reopened as to whether the 
District should buy so many lights at 
present, Unable to solve the puzzle, 
the commissioners, having adopted 
Dougherty’s motion to reject the bids, 
rescinded that action and left the en- 
tire matter pending. 


Eldridge Plan Deferred. 


Eldridge failed to send a communica- 
tion to the commissioners stating 
whether he would accept Moller’s job 
at a salary reduction of $1,200 a year, 
but he said unofficially he had about 
made up his mind to do so. He said: 

“My heart and soul are wrapped up 
in Washington’s traffic problems and I 
have no desire to give up now, despite 
the setback I have received.” 

This was interpreted to mean he has 
hopes of holding the post of assistant 
director long enough to become director 
again, possibly at the end ‘of his suc- 
cessor’s term. The term of office of di- 
rector of traffic is three years. 

Eldridge did send the board, how- 
ever, a communication recommending 
that a charge of $1 be levied against 
the new “learners’ permits” issued to 
persons while being taught to drive 
motor cars. He said in his letter that 
there has been difficulty in inducing 
learners to turn in their permits after 
30 days, as required. He wants the pro- 
posed $1 fees to apply on their $3 fees 
for 3-year drivers’ permits, and believes 
that it would result in their taking 
out regular permits instead of continu- 
ing to drive on the learners’ permits. 
Action on Eldridge’s suggestion was de- 
ferred. 


Meetings to Plan 
Against New Gas Tax 


Measures to oppose effectively any ef- 
fort to increase the District gasoline tax 
to make it conform to the proposed in- 
crease in Maryland, will be considered at 
two meetings today. The American 
Automobile advistory board, of which 
George W. Offutt is chairman, will meet 
in the Willard hotel at 12:30 o’clock. 
The trafflc committee of the Board of 
Trade, Of which Mr. Offutt also is chair- 
man, will meet in the Board of Trade 
rooms at 4 o'clock, 

Opposition to any increase in the 
gesoline tax now in effect in the Dis- 
trict was expressed yesterday by Mr. 
Offutt and by Edward D. Shaw, secre- 
tary of the Merchants and Manufac- 
turers association. A committee of the 
merchants’ assoelation will be appointed 
at its next meeting to gather facts con- 
cerning the tax in preparation for any 
effort to increase it, Mr. Shaw said. 


‘Damages Awarded 


Against J. W. Taylor 


Ellen Daniels, 621 Fourth street 
northeast, who sued Representative J. 
Will Taylor, of Tennessee, for $10,000 
damages for alleged personal injuries, 
was awarded judgment by default 
against him yesterday by Chief Justice 
McCoy in circuit court, who ordered a 
jury inquisition to determine the exact 
amount which the plaintiff is entitled 
to recover. 

Through Attorney G. L. Munter the 
plaintif? charged that Mr. Taylor’s au- 
tomobile was in collision with her car 
at Seventh and L streets northwest on 
January 21. Mr. Taylor was served with 
a subpena, but did not answer.

Rachmaninoff Wins Acclaim 


With New Piece; Stokowski 
Closes Season. 


BEETHOVEN REMEMBERED

Leopold Stokowski, conductor of the 
Philadelphia Symphony orchestra, and 
Serge Rachmaninoff, poet of the piano 
and composer, were the irresistible com- 
bination of master artists which held 
enthralled a representative audience of 
music enthusiasts at the new audito- 
rium yesterday afternoon at the last 
concert here this season of the Phila- 
delphia orchestra. 

In keeping with the world-wide cele- 
bration of the 100th anniversary of 
the death of Ludwig Beethoven, the 
program contained his foremost com- 
positions. 

The masterly overture to Goethe's 
“Egmont,” a favorite orchestral selec- 
tion since the master wrote it, was 
played with noble interpretation under 
the inspired leadership of Mr. Sto- 
kowski. It was noticed that the great 
conductor still conducts with his left 
hand, although he manages to assist 
greatly with his right hand in bring- 
ing out certain phrasings and meanings 
of the score. 

The big Beethoven feature of the 
program, however, was the renowned 
Symphony No. 8, noted for its sparkling 
qualities of theme and also for the 
famous B flat quartet. In this sym- 
phony also occurs the well-known 
“Menuetto,” one of the best liked of 
the movements in any Beethoven sym- 
phony. 

The infinite charm of the symphony 
was. enhanced by the delicacy and pre-~ 
cision of the attack won from the in- 
struments by the genius displayed in 
the leading of the conductor. Such 
perfect unity of purpose seems to be 
particularly a gift of the Philadelphia 
Symphony orchestra, and it was pres- 
ent yesterday in very evident form. The 
sprightly yet subdued measures of the 
second movement of the symphony were 
Beethoven at its best, and the audience 
exhibited its pleasure again and again. 

Wisely Stokowski led the orchestra 
from the different movements of the 
symphony without pause which gave a 
real cohesion of tone and -formed a 
more harmonious whole than if even 
momentary breaks between the indi- 
vidual movements had occurred. 

Other memorable portions in the 
symphony were those of the allegretto 
and the cantabile refrains in the trio 

The keen interest aroused over the 
premier hearing in this city of the 
new Rachmaninoff Piano Concerto No. 
4 in G minor, played for the first time 
in public by the Philadelphia Sym- 
phony orchestra in the Quaker city on 
March 18, was rewarded fully by yes- 
terday’s performance of this modern 
Classic. The appearance of the com- 
poser at the opening of the concerto 
was the signal for an ovation to which 
he smilingly bowed his thanks. 

It became apparent with the opening 
measures that M. Rachmaninoff had 
made a notable contribution in the 
realm of piano concertos. Being a 
master pianist he had realized the 
ideal of predominance for the piano 
without undue subordination of the 
orchestra. His technique was faultless 
and he played with the fascinating 
perfection of interpretation which only 
@ composer could put into the rendi- 
tion of his creation. Stokowski added 
his full share to the success of the 
premiere by his abiding sympathy for 
and understanding of the aims of the 
composer. 

The concerto is a work of musical 
art. It is in three movements, the 
first of which the “Allegro Vivace,” is 
typically Rachmanovian in treatment 
with spacious melodic designs. A 
beautiful feature of this movement is | 
the B flat major cantabile second | 
theme, Piano arpeggios, chromatic 
counterpoints of the strings in the or- 
chestra and lovely flute clarinet and 
English solos all too brief, distinguish 
this movement and will do much to 
win it fame. 

The second movement, “The Largo,” 
might be called the soul of the con- | 
certo with its mournful undertones; | 
its plianimisso passages and the glory | 
of piano trills Ciaved superbly by Mr. 
Rachmaninoff. The third movement, 
the finale equals the other two in 
amazing tone qualities, color and op- 
portunities for the artistic ability not 
only of the pianist but the orchestra 
and leader as well. 

Ovation after ovation was given Mr. 
Rachmaninoff at the close of his com- 
position. This was led by Mr. Stokow- 
ski and the composer graciously in- 
sisted on sharing the applause with 
the leader and his men.

DISTRICT HAS MONEY 


FOR MARCH PENSIONS 


Jury Trials in Supreme Court 
Circuits Here Are Halted 
During April. 


Having approved advances on the 
1928 appropriation to pay army and 
navy pensions,. Comptroller General 
McCarl will receive shortly a request 
from St. Elizabeths hospital for similar 
advances to pay for the maintenance of 
indigent patients. 

In the failure of the second deficiency 
bill, an item of $250,000 for the care of 


ithe 2,150 District patients in the hos- 


pital for half of April, and for May,and 


June, was lost. A provision for the 
payment for May and June of the pen- 
sions of veterans of the army and navy 
and their widows was lost also. Comp- 
troller General McCarl recently au- 
thorized the drawing of drafts on the 
1928 appropriation to pay the pensions, 
and $35,700,000 was made available for 
the purpose immediately. 

The failure of the bill left no funds 
available for paying local pensions for 
April. May and June. The District pen- 
sioners comprise about 800 retired fire- 
men and policemen, 100 retired school 
teachers and 100 dependent mothers. 


ceive a request for similar advances to 
pay local pensions some time this week, 
it was said yesterday. 


Believes Fund Forthcoming. 


Assistant Auditor E. E. Naylor said 
yesterday that conferences had - been 
held with Director of the Budget Lord 
preliminary to submitting the request 
to McCarl. 

The District, he said, will have money 
enough to pay the local pensions for 
March. The checks probably will be 
sent out Friday or Saturday, he said, 
the amount for the month totaling 
nearly $54,000. 

He declared, however, that the Dis- 
trict hardly has sufficient funds to pay, 
half of the April pensions. He said 
that he had every assurance that the 
necessary funds will be advanced, and 
that local pensioners will be cared for. 

A failure to advance the money will 
leave the District without means to pay ' 
the pensions, he said. The result will 
be, he said, that many local pensioners 
will be left destitute and in want, since 
many have no other income. 


Hospital Plan Rejected. 


The announcement that St. Eliza- 
beths hospital will seek the same means 
of relief followed a decision of McCarl, 
made public yesterday, declining to aue 
thorize the hospital to defer until July 
1 the monthly payment into the re- 
tirement fund of deductions from em- 
ployes’ salaries for the fund. 

Monie Sanger, assistant superinten- 
dent of the hospital, declared in a let- 
ter to the Secretary of the Interior, 
which was submitted to McCarl for de- 
cision, that the hospital was at a ioss 
how to pay the claims presented to it 
as a result of the failure of the $250,000 
item. } 

He requested that the hospital be 
permitted to defer the retirement fund 
payment for the last five months of the 
fiscal year, by which it would be given 
possession of $20,000. 


McCarl Upholds Law 


He declared that this was one of the 
claims on which the hospital had con- 
sidered deferring payment. Mc “arl 
said, however, that the provisions of the 
law were inflexible and that he had no 
authority to waive them. 

Mr. Sanger said last night that unless 
advances are allowed against the 1923 
appropriation which becomes available 
July 1, the hospital will have to defer 
payments to its creditors until Con- 
gress convenes again and provides @ 
deficiency appropriation. Under the law, 
the 1928 appropriation can not be used 
to pay this year’s expenditures, even 
when it becomes available, without. 
authority to do so. 

The creditors affected, he said, are 
those who provide supplies of fuel and 
food, many of whom are local mer- 
chants and dealers. 

The District Supreme court is also a 
sufferer by the failure of the second 
deficiency bill, having little money for 
the prosecution of cases. This matter 
Attorney General Sargent has under 
consideration. 

Jury trials in the two circuit divi- 
sions of the District Supreme court 
will be discontinued during April, ac- 
cording to an announcement yesterday 
by Chief Justice Walter I. McCoy. 

The announcement is due to the 
shortage of funds to pay the two panels 


of jurors. Jury trials in the two crim- 
inal divisions will be continued as 
usual. It is possible that jury trials in 
the circuit division will also be dis- 
continued during May. 

Frank E. Cunningham, clerk of the 
court, added’ 250 equity cases to the 
calendar for the April term, as there 


will now be four justices sitting to 


hear equity cases instead of only two, ag 
heretofore. This means that many di- 
vorce cases, injunction cases and other 
actions in equity may be disposed of
